HINDOO IDOL-MAKERS. 

The picture this week represents a scene 

witnessed by a missionary at Kydrapore, a 


village upon the banks of the river Hooghly, “> 


India. The missionary says :— 

Passing down the main street, I was led 
by curiosity to enter an open door way, the 
posts of which being carved in a strangely 
grotesque manner, seemed to invite atten- 
tion. On farther exploration, the passage 
|led to the back of the house, used as a car- 
| penter’s yard, in which several of the eraft 
| were busily occupied in fabricating idols of 
| different kinds. The native in the fore- 

ground is putting the finishing touch to a 
wooden representation of the god Vishnu, 
who the reader will see is represented re- 
|clining on the many-headed serpent Ananta, 
jor eternity. 
; Some men were engaged in preparing the 
| wood for the construction of other idols, 
whilst one was busy painting the graven 
‘image of Ganesa, the god of wisdom—an 
ill-shaped human figure with its elephant’s 
}head—a deity more frequently met with in 
, India than perhaps any other. The whole 
scene foreibly reminded me of the following 
| from the book of Jeremiah :—
